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BUREAUCRACY RAMPANT 

"On the ropes and gasping for mercy £rom the 
briitling array of governmental laws and orders with 
which it cannot keep up, the. American Bar Association 
has looked into the whole challenging mess of new rules 
and regulations and come away shaking its head,*' said 
the Grand Rapids Press recently. "New laws are all 
right, the bar association intimated, but there is a limit 
to which man*s comprehension could go . . . /* 

"Now the Brookings Institute, a research body, 
has arrived at the same conclusion — that a veritable 
Roman Holiday of law-making has been visited upon 
the country. Laws appear and arc enforced with dizzy- 
ing speed that shows the only streamlining has not 
taken place in railroads or airplanes." 

To the lawyer and the governmental specialist, a 
vast flux of new laws creates great problems — and they 
create still greater problems for the public at large. 
Every time a bureau j» created, every time new ma- 
chinery for enforcing legislation is set up, a new regi- 
ment of public employes begins feeding at the public 
trough. Individual liberties and corporate rights are 
abrogated or restricted; citizens and businesses, faced 
with a welter of unprecedented rulings, are often un- 
able to decide whether an act is legal or illegal — and 
the tax bill soars. 

I would be unjust to blame bureaucracy on one 
party or one administration. It has been growing rapid- 
ly for many years, and its rate of growth was acceler- 
ated by depression. Wc sec its results now — the na- 
tion's tax bill is at the highest point in histor)', while 
the national income is far below normal; more people 
work for government than ever before. And the peo- 
ple p.iy — botJi in cash and in loss of rights and privi- 



leges they have hitherto enjoyed. It is an undeniable 
fact that the two aspects of bureaucracy — higher coit 
of government and extension of paternalism — arc a 
great barrier to the development of industry, the em- 
ployment of men, the investment of capital; in brief, a 
barrier to recovery. Wc will have less bureaucracy, 
less government extravagance, less paternalism when the 
people demand it— and not until then, 

* * • 

WHEN WILL it CEASE? 

In a recent address on the magnitude of the na- 
tion's fire loss, Owen R. Easley said: 
"When will it cease? Who knows? 
"How? Who can tell? 

''Not, I believe, by any big spectacular event, flar- 
ing across the headlines. When a still, small voice 
whispers into your consciousness and into mine that 
needless waste is particularly wanton in times of woe- 
ful want; that a human body burned to ashes is as 
strong an indictment against our civilization as a 
human body riddled with machine gun bullets; then, I 
believe, we shall all begin in the little things of our 
daily life to do our part to help turn America from its 
leadership in Fire Waste to leadership in Fire Preven- 
tion." 

What we must realize is that every day witnesses a 
great fire in this country — a fire that destroys irreplace- 
able lives and thousands of dollars worth of property. 
Tliis great fire is made up of a multitude of little fires 
— none of which may be particularly important; none 
of which destroys much; but which, in the aggregate, 
cause a vast amount of unnecessary waste, distress, 
tragedy. The fire, for example, that destroys your 
neighbor's little bungalow, may seem a comparatively 
small one — but when thousands of such fires arc put 
together, the nation has suffered a serious loss that muit 
be made up by us all. 

Mr. Easley's comparison of a life destroyed by fire 
to a person murdered by gangsters is particularly force- 
ful — and its truth cannot be doubted. The careless- 
ness and the ignorance that cause fires may not be 
classed as criminality by law — but so far as their effect 
on the community and society is concerned, they arc 
as grave a menace as crime. If that still, small voice 
would speak to all of us, America would be a safer, more 
prosperous and happier land to live in.
